Expect Supreme Court 
To Order Desegregation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
suming a heavy schedule after a 
holiday recess, the Supreme 
Court us expected to order Mon­ 
day the immediate desegrega­ 
tion of public schools that serve 
300.000 white and black children 
in five Southern states 
The decision would again ov­ 
erride the Nixon administra­ 
tion’s advice that school offi­ 
cials be given more time to end 
racially separate schools. 
The justices' order is likely to 
be terse and unanimous, by­ 
passing the hearings that usual­ 
ly precede such decisions. The 
court and Justice Hugo L. Black 
already have directed officials 
in the 14 districts to prepare for 
early desegregation. 
The districts are in Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Louisiana and 
Mississippi, 
ranging 
in 
size 
from Mobile county. Ala., with 


about 73.500 students, and .Jef­ 
ferson county (Birmingham). 
Ala., with 67,000. down to Holly 
Springs. Miss., with 2.743, and 
West Feliciana parish. Louisia­ 
na, with 2,419 pupils 
School officials in briefs sub­ 
mitted during a four-week re­ 
cess that ends Monday, main­ 
tained they already are desegre­ 
gating and that a change of 
plans midway in the school year 
would be disruptive 
Attorneys for one district, 
Jackson, Miss., which has about 
40,000 students, said schools 
there might have to be closed 
for months to put new plans into 
effect. 
The U. S. Circuit Court in 
New Orleans ruled last month 
that des^ regation of student 
bodies could be delaved until 
next September. The adminis­ 
tration supported this ruling 


However, the admini.stration 
suggested the court set a fall 
deadline for more than the .300 
districts in the five states, and 
in Texas, that are not yet com­ 
mitted to desegregation plans 
The 14 di.stricts would be includ­ 
ed 


The court could hold a hear­ 
ing to examine this suggestion 
but more likely is a decision or­ 
dering immediate desegregation 
along the lines of the court’s 
Oct. 29 ruling in a Mississippi 
school case. The court told 30 
school districts then that the 
time for ‘‘deliberate speed ” had 
passed and they had to end their 
racially separate schools “ at 
once”

Claims Laboratory Evidence 


NEW YORK (AP) - Cancer 
researchers said Saturday they 
have laboratory evidence that 
proves for the first time that 
cigarette smoking causes cell 
damage in the larynx or voice 
box 


The cell damage increases 
with heavier smoking, they re­ 
ported 


Earlier, “ strikingly similar" 
cell damage had been found in 
the bronchial tissue of the lung 
and the tissue of the esophagus 
in smokers. 


The findings in all these 
cases, the scientists said, are 
consistent with statistical stud­ 
ies linking death rates from 
cancer to smoking habits. 


Further, the scientists report­ 
ing finding more evidence sug­ 
gesting tlut cells damaged by 


smoking repair themselves in 
persons 
who 
have 
stopped 
smoking 


The larynx study was carried 
out by researchers from the Ve­ 
terans Administration Hospital 
in East Orange. N.J.. and the 
American Cancer Society A re­ 
port appears in the latest issue 
of the journal Cancer 


Dr. Oscar Auerbach, senior 
medical investigator at the hos­ 
pital. and pathologist at New 
York Medical College, said the 
study was made on larynxes 
taken at autopsy from 971 men 
who died at the hospital from 
causes other than larynx cancer 
between November 1964 and De­ 
cember 1967.

PR IZR EN . Yugo slavia (AP) 
F'o r three years the Taci fam ­ 
ily stayed mcJo o rs to escape the 
vengeance o f the M azreku fam ­ 
ily Then Becir Taci ventured 
o ut to the fam ily's vineyard 
and lo st his life 


The two fam ilies live in the 
village o f M amusi. near this 
so uthern Yugo slav to wn Three 
years ago . so m e o f the Taci clan 
killed two o f Saban M azreku’s 
so ns U nder the traditio n o f this 
part o f the Balkans, the killing 
entitled the M azrekus to two 
Taci lives 
The 18 0 m em bers o f the 'Faci 
clan co nfined 
them selves 
to 
their ho m es in an attem pt to 
stay alive They denied th em ­ 
selves all no rm al o utside activi­ 
ties The children w ere no t al­ 
lo wed to go to scho o l 
But o n the last day o f 19 69 . 
23-year-o ld Becir Taci believed 
the M azrekus w ere busy prepar­ 
ing fo r the New Y ear ho liday. 
He decided it was safe to take 
a lo o k at the fam ily's neglected 
vineyard, to see what co uld be 
do ne to save it fro m ruin 
While the yo ung m an was 
busy there, wo rd go t to the 
.Mazreku family. 
Saban. no w 65. go t a G erm an 
machine gun he had hidden 
away and went to the vineyard 
He fired 18 ro unds po int-blank 
into Becir 
The killing was a setback to 
effo rts o fficials had been m ak­ 
ing to reco ncile the Taci and 
.Mazreku fam ilies and to end the 


vendetta co de that blo o d must 
be repaid with blo o d 
The district judge o rdered six 
m em bers to the Mazreku family 
arrested, but o ther to w nspeo ple 
say there will be no peace until 
the M azrekus kill a seco nd Taci 
and avenge Saban’s o ther dead 
so n.

ST LOUIS (A P) 
Twelve 
years ago. to support his narcot­ 
ic habit Don Mitchell was pull­ 
ing holdups and stealing his 
baby's milk money. 
Today, he is described by 
community leaders as a “ a real 
inspiration for anyone who has 
concern for the problem" 
Although he has been helping 
addicts for 10 years. Mitchell

unnoticed

hooked youths from well-to-do 
suburbs started coming to his 
inner city rehabilitation center 
nine months ago.

The county kids, as Mitchell

tives They are not addicts, but 
“ drug abusers, on light stuff." 
such as marijuana and amphe­ 
tamine. Mitchell said 
Once a week they come volun­ 
tarily to the inner city where 
Dr 
William Harvey, clinical 
psychologist at Nasco. conducts 


therapy sessions. They relate to 
the diM-tor. a black man with 
long sideburns, mod clothes and 
a nonauthoritarian approach 
Mitchell says of the youths 
“When they come in they re 
pro-drugs, and they'll rational­ 
ize When they get to a point 
where they admit it's bad. then 
we can get to the nitty gritty. 
It's all based on honesty, being 
honest with yourself and accept­ 
ing personal responsibility "

groups how he started with 
marijuana and eventually be­ 
came a $100-a-day heroin ad­ 
dict. committing “300 robberies

'Black Pride' Taught 
Inside Federal Prison 


SAN PEDRO, CaUf. (AP) - 
Teaching “ black pride” at the 
Terminal Island Federal Prison 
Facility, where the population is 
25 per cent Negro, was viewed 
as a potentially dangerous un­ 
dertaking at the outset 
But after five months of two- 
hour black studies courses two 
nights a 
week, the project 
seems to be working to the s;i- 
tisfaction of all concerned. 
“ Many of the inmates are 
being asked their opinions for 
the first time in their lives.” 
says the one-man faculty, bc'- 
spectacled Harvey Williams. 
“ Naturally,” he adds, “ no 
warden in his right mind is 
going to set up a black power 
camp within his own compound 
and the class is not that, though 
we never sidestep any of the 
critical issues facing blacks in 
America ” 
Williams’ course is attended 
by 85 male and female inmate 
members of his race. A minister 
in nearby Long Beach, he is an 
unpaid volunteer 
Prison officials attnbute the 
success of the prognim, inaugu­ 
rated last August, to the instruct 
tor. They say that Williams, a 
42-year-old theology graduate 
and onetime sideman to the late 
jazz great John Coltrane. has 


just the nght approach an 
adult one. 
“I tell them.” he says, “ that 
I’m not there to teach them in 
the general sense of the word, 
but really to stimulate them to 
the point where they become 
thinkers themselves 
"When very serious questions 
arise, such as how do bbcks 
gain power, we usually take two 
views from opposite ends of the 
spt'ctrum. and we open up a 
class discussion. 
“ A moderate, for example, 
will say. you have to work h;ird 
and get a good education.’ while 
the more nulitant .student will 
say that’s been tried and blacks 
need a tougher, more revolu­ 
tionary approach 
“ After the class 
kicks it 
around for a while it becomes 
obvious the problem is many- 
fold and any definite decision is 
difficult to arrive at ” 
R.K. Lyles, an official of the 
prison’s educational program, 
says: 
“ What 
these inmates are 
learning in black studies gives 
them a sense of identity that 
puts them on a par with others 
Now they don’t shy away from 
whites because of a feeling of 
inferiority 
They 
know that 
blacks have contributed, too "

Dr Marlin Luther King Jr 
will be honored Jan 15. the day 
he would have been 41. with 
variou.s observances, including 
public .school closings in New 
York. Philadelphia and Berke­ 
ley. Calif 
"Black people, poor people 
and people of good w ill" have 
been requested to join comme- 
moration.s on his birth date by 
the Rev 
Ralph David Aber­ 
nathy. King's successor as pres­ 
ident of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference. 
The request was contained in 
a “proclamation ” signed by Ab­ 
ernathy in Washington to de­ 
clare Jan. 15 a "national peo­ 
ple’s holiday ” in honor of the 
assa.ssinated civil rights leader. 
King, who won the Nobel 
Peace Prize for his civil rights 
work and later became a leader 
of opposition to the Vletnarr 
War. was killed April 4. 1 968, in 
Memphis, Tenn He had gone to 
the city to support striking gar­ 
bage workers. 
Antiwar organizations, includ­ 
ing the Vietnam Moratorium 
Committee and the New Mobili­ 
zation to EInd the War in Viet­ 
nam, plan to honor King at Jan. 
15 peace rallies. The rallies are 
being planned on a local basis. 
Rep John Conyers, D-Mich., 
a black man, said 24 congress­ 
men have urged mayors of 65 
cities to publicly support King 
Day. Conyers is sponsoring a

Giap Gives Nation 
Somber War View 


SAKiON (AP» 
North Vict- 
n;im s 21 milhon people, on a 
war f(K)ting for nearly three 
decades, have been told by their 
most prestigious military leader 
that victory is still not near and 
that the war can be expected to 
continue indefinitely 
This unusually sobering view 
of the war was presented in a 
series of seven essays published 
in a Hanoi newspaper in Decem­ 
ber They were by Defense Min­ 
ister Vo Nguyen (iiap. the victor 
of Dien Bien Phu. .senior strate­ 
gist for the war in the South, 
and a contender for the power 
seat in Hanoi left vacant bv the 
death of President Ho (’hi Minh 
last year 
(ien (liap's pronouncements 
are rare 
Kxperts in Siiigon 
compare these seven essays 
with (liap's famous 
‘people's 
war. people's army ' speeches 
of the 50s that became a sort of 
textb(M)k for guerrilla warfare 
They also compare them with 
his “big victory , great Uisk " ar­ 
ticles of 1967 in that they are a 
major formulation of (’ommu- 
nist party miliUiry dcMtnne in 
the Vietnam war 
Hut whereas (liap's previous 
two works rang with confidence 
and were flavored with the taste 
of ultimate victory, the Di'cem- 
ber essays are low on patnotic 
fervor, promising more of the 
siinie gnnding conflict that has 
already cost the lives of half a 
million North V i e t n a m e s e 
troops, and asking for even 
greater sacrifice 
In general, the process of a 
protracted .struggle, 
he wrote. 


“IS that of successively attack­ 
ing the enemy, graduaily repel­ 
ling him, partially overthrowing 
him, defeating every one of his 
strategic 
schemes, 
gradually 
sconng victories, and moving 
toward defeating him complett*-

This view of the war is hardly 
the clearcut progression that 
(iiap spelled out in his “ people's 
war. people's army ' speeches 
and it seems that one theme of 
the Dt*cember essays is his dt»- 
sire to provide the intellectiuil 
underpinning for the strategy 
now being followed by his forces 
in the South Vietnamese war 
front 
The entry of Amencan ground 
triMips into the war in 1965 
sn^itched victory from a Viet 
Cting people s army that had du­ 
tifully followed ali (iiap's ma.x- 
ims for insurgency The Tet of­ 
fensive launched m February 
1968 by the Viet ('ong and North 
Vietriiimese forces badly bat­ 
tered American resolve 
But two years after that ma­ 
jor effort, tile United SUites still 
has largì' numbers of forces m 
Vietnam and in addition is at­ 
tempting to build the Viet- 
niimese armed forces into a for­ 
midable military machine 
The Viet (’ong are being 
pushed into the hills and across 
the borders 
The North Viet- 
n;niiese troops deployed along 
the frontier are bloodied every 
time they move from their base 
camps 
(liap's December essiiys give 
a hint of this reality to his peo­

You Can 
Before They 
Beat Y ou 


Self-help can cure most 
depressions, says this 


world-famed psychoanalyist— 


if you learn to face 
your problems

A LMOST ALL of US have felt 
XX down and out at one 
time or another. We call it 
the ‘"blues,” and it comes and 
goes like a spring rain—and 
it's about as serious. 
But what about a lingering case 
of this low-ebb feeling? Prolonged 
“blues” with more dramatic effects 
can lead into what doctors call de­ 
pression—a psychotic disorder 
marked, by sadness, inactivity, and 
self-deprecation. 
A young man, for example, suffer­ 
ing loss of self-esteem, needed a job 
and went on many interviews. He 
was invariably turned down. In every 
case where he succeeded in getting 
an interview, he stumbled awkwardly 
and suddenly knew nothing about 
subjects with which he was fully 
familiar. Each defeat sent him into 
deeper depression until he became 
almost unable to function. 
' The maiady of depression affects 
both rich and poor, young and old. 
What precipitates depression is as 
varied as the remedies for it. Loss 
of a loved one, failure in work or 
school, change of environment, fear 
of age, boredom, or just general in­ 
activity can spark a period of in­ 
dolence and disappointment. 
A patient of mine, for instance, 
suffered from melancholy in the win­ 
ter and finally was unable to work 
during this season. He blocked from 


his conscious mind the reason for 
this state, which was uncovered by 
analysis. His mother had left his fa­ 
ther in the winter when he was seven 
years old. He stayed with the father, 
but his loss had been a bitter one, 
and he tried to overcome it without 
success. When he came to understand 
the causes, he was able to deal real- 
listically with his feelings and be­ 
came his cheerful self again. 
Lilctt most montai disorders, de­ 
pression is generally a culmination 
of a chain of psychological events. 
Oftentimes, guilt, stemming from an 
innate hostility, can very likely lead 
to serious depression. So, too, can a 
sustained feeling of hopelessness and 
futility caused by one’s general cir­ 
cumstances. 
The most serious sufferer of de­ 
pression, the manic-depressive, is 
well on the road to mental, if not 
physical, destruction. Hopefully, this 
person would have sought profes­ 
sional help long before the situation 
developed that far. 
A woman office worker became de­ 
pressed because she had wanted to 
do more with her life, to become a 
creative writer. When she examined 
her childhood, she found that her 
father, a domineering man, had con­ 
stantly knocked down her hopes and 
ambitions. 
Under therapy, she came to see 
that all that was holding her back 
was an unrealistic fear of rejection. 
She took a refresher writing course 


and obtained a job in a publishing 
house. Last time I saw her, she came 
in to give me an autographed copy 
of her own first book. So the “blues” 
can be overcome by action of a con­ 
structive kind designed to achieve 
your heart’s desire. 
There are, however, self-help sug­ 
gestions for those anxious to cure 
the “blues” or even relatively simple 
states of depression. Should the feel­ 
ing continue, the person should seek 
competent medical advice. 
1. Decide to solve the basic prob­ 
lem—if it’s obviously recognizable— 
on the conscious level. That may be 
easier said than done, of course, but 
any attempt is healthier than ignor­ 
ing the problem. 
2. Try to recall the entire expe­ 
rience which you feel has triggered 
the blue mood. Sometimes simple 
self-analysis can put the situation in 
a more proper perspective. 
3. If you can relate the current 
experience to one you went through 
in childhood, you may discover that 
the pain you now feel is linked to 
an old wound. In childhood days, you 
were probably unequipped to cope 
with the situation, but perhaps with 
maturity you can do better. 
4. During this period of trying 
to shake off the “blues,” you may 
have a dream. Try to find whether 
the dream holds a clue to your pres­ 
ent dilemma. 
5. You only set the stage of your 
life drama. Realizing this, you may 


come to the understanding that the 
mishaps that appear as blows dealt 
by fate are really happenings staged 
by your unconscious. 
6. If this is true, what you must 
recognize is that you are feeling 
down because of your own doing. 
Only you can change “the plot” and 
“write a new script.” 
7, Practice self-exploration more 
regularly. If you start each day go­ 
ing over current situations and their 
causes and what they mean to you, 
you will develop a habit of thinking 
out problems before they grow se­ 
rious and harder to solve. 
Most poople who go through in­ 
termittent periods of depression do 
not need a psychiatrist. A little self­ 
therapy can work wonders. But if 
it does not work and the overpower­ 
ing feeling of melancholy continues, 
the person will probably turn to un­ 
controllable drinking, constant weep­ 
ing, and have thoughts of suicide. 
Certainly when any one of these 
symptoms appears, consult a reliable 
psychiatrist—perhaps one advised by 
your family doctor. 
If depression has had you in the 
dark, has trapped you in a pit of 
loneliness and despondency, start now 
to cure the present pain and avoid 
future dilemmas. Professional help 
is available, but the state of your 
mind starts with yourself, and here 
particularly an ounce of “blues” pre­ 
vention is worth a pound of psychi­ 
atric care. #

GROUP OF bo y s came in 
quietly and to o k seats 
far do wn near the fro nt o f 
the mo v ie theater.

. “ So rry ,” he said and mo v ed clo ser 
to the shelv es where paperbacks o n 
sex were co ncentrated, study ing the 
titles, wanting no do ubt to get the 
mo st fo r his 7 5 cents. 
The questio n that tho usands o f

The answer is that no bo dy really 
kno ws, tho ugh o pinio ns pro and co n 
are v ehemently stated. Sensitiv ity 
and the impulse to imitate differ so 
greatly in indiv iduals that it is hard 
fo r any o ne ex cept an ex pert psy chia­ 
trist to tell ho w v io lence and sadism 
o n the screen and acts o f sex po r­ 
tray ed in wo rds and pictures affect 
each y o ung perso n. But the effect o n 
co ntempo rary life is o bv io us. Hy po c­ 
risy and prudery hav e lessened. To l­ 
erance has increased. The public 
taste has co arsened. Mo desty has dis­ 
appeared. Juv enile crime is o n the 
increase and no w mo re than 50 per­ 
cent o f all arrests fo r car thefts and 
burglaries inv o lv e y o uths under 1 8 
y ears o ld. 
Wh« n my children were teen­ 
agers, there was a shelf in my study 
co ntaining bo o ks which had been in­ 
herited fro m a grandfather who was 
a phy sician. They included v o lumes 
o n abno rmal sex by Kraft-Ebbing, 
Hav elo ck Ellis, and o ther famo us 
autho rities o n the subject. 
So me o f the bo y s who v isited the 
ho use had disco v ered these bo o ks and 
wo uld clo se the study do o r and po re 
o v er the case histo ries—there were 
no illustratio ns in these scientific 
treatises. I fo und this o ut, and after 
so me so ul searching, I did no t remo v e 
the bo o ks tho ugh I kept the study 
do o r o pen.

Years later, when these bo y s had 
gro wn up, I asked o ne o f them what 
affect the bo o ks had o n him. He said 
that they were v ery interesting and 
that “ y o u had to find o ut abo ut tho se 
things so me time.” 
But tho ugh that is true, it is o ne 
thing to wo rk y o ur way thro ugh a 
medical bo o k, witho ut kno wing what 
many o f the wo rds mean, as the bo y s 
in the study did. It is so mething 
quite different to see sex ual pro v o ca­ 
tio ns and acts v ery clo se to co pulatio n 
o n the screen and to hav e them de­ 
scribed emo tio nally and minutely in 
bo o ks. There is bo und to be a great 
deal o f identificatio n. 
As the reaso ns fo r the increase in 
juv enile crime are so ught, the pro ­ 
test against v io lence o n telev isio n has 
beco me o rganized. Frightening sta­ 
tistics hav e been publicized. To re­ 
peat o ne o f them, the av erage Ameri­ 
can child will watch a to tal o f 2 2 ,0 0 0 
ho urs befo re he is 1 8, and, during 
ev ery ho ur o f watching, he will wit­ 
ness an av erage o f fiv e acts o f v io ­ 
lence. This is the first generatio n 
which has been “ baby -sat” by tele­ 
v isio n, and a co nnectio n is mo re than 
pro bable between the v io lence it has 
seen o n the screen, and its to lerance 
and use o f v io lence in real life. 
The peo ple who are Study ing this 
and try ing to do so mething abo ut it 
are no t prudes o r fo llo wers o f Mrs. 
Grundy . The Natio nal Citizens Co m­ 
mittee fo r Bro adcasting includes 
such names as Harry Belafo nte, Jo hn 
Kenneth Galbraith, Mary a Mannes, 
and Ro bert Mo ntgo mery , leaders in 
arts and letters and was fo rmed “ to 
end the threat to o ur children’s 
v alues, taste, and sensitiv ity .” 
Ttw No fio no l Co mmittee o n Vio ­ 
lence, headed by Dr. Milto n Eisen­ 
ho wer, repo rted to the natio n that 
“ telev isio n entertainment based o n 
v io lence may be effectiv e merchandis­ 
ing but it is an appalling way to serv e 
a civ ilizatio n.” It also po inted o ut 
that v io lence o n the screen is initi­ 
ated abo ut equally between the “ go o d 
guy s” and the “ bad guy s.” So the dis­ 
tinctio n between what is right and 


what is wro ng is no t determined by 
the use o f v io lence. As we hav e o ften 
seen, there may be a Ro bin Ho o d 
mo tiv atio n in a picture, do ing v io ­ 
lence to serv e so me useful end o r fo r 
a wo rthy cause. 
Vio lence has alway s had a place in 
much great literature and in the per­ 
fo rming arts. No o ne co uld be mo re 
v io lent than Heathcliff in “ Wuther- 
ing Heights” o r Bill Sy kes in “ Oliv er 
Twist.” On the stage we hav e had 
Medea and Othello and Lady Mac­ 
beth. Fo r the little children there was 
Jack the Giant Killer. 
Vio lanca canno t be eliminated 
fro m life. But what is frightening 
abo ut much o f the v io lence sho wn o n 
telev isio n is the v iewer’s identifica­ 
tio n with it and the co nsequent co n­ 
fusio n in his mo ral judgment. 
A case in po int came to my atten­ 
tio n recently . In a large univ ersity a 
gro up o f students began to steal cars. 
Mo st o f them came fro m o rderly 
families and unbro ken ho mes. 
They dismantled the cars and so ld 
the parts and claimed that they gav e 
the mo ney to an o rganizatio n which 
was fo rmed to pro test the faults and 
inequalities 
o f 
mo dem 
so ciety . 
Whether they held o ut any mo ney fo r 
themselv es was nev er clear. They 
kept no bo o ks. 
In any case^ after mastering the 
business o f stealing cars, lo cked o r 
unlo cked, they began fo rging checks. 
The lo cal po lice caught up with the 
bo y s. One escaned but a mo nth later 
he sho t and killed a po liceman in an­ 
o ther state and is no w in priso n. 
Ano ther member o f the gang who 
said he was so rry he had been mix ed 
up with it tried clumsily to ex plain 
why he had do ne criminal things. He 
said, “ I do n’t kno w ex actly . But, y o u 
kno w, y o u see things, like in ’Mis­ 
sio n: Impo ssible,’ and y o u think y o u 
co uld do jo bs like that and it wo uld 
be fun. And tho se peo ple we sto le the 
cars fro m didn’t really need them.” 
That case is a small piece o f ev i­ 
dence that telev isio n can hav e a dan­ 
gero us effect o n behav io r and straight 
thinking. No o ne sho uld get ex cited 


eno ugh to claim that such results 
are perv asiv e amo ng y o ung peo ple, 
and “ Missio n: Impo ssible” is an 
ex citing, imaginativ e pro gram in 
which the go o d guy s almo st in­ 
v ariably co me o ut o n to p. But 
so mething is o ut o f gear. Is it 
that children are no t being taught 
the difference between reality and 
unreality ? 
I hav e lo ng kno wn abo ut the 
effect o f reading o n ideals and 
v alues. Fictio n to day , dev o ted to 
the cause o f “ telling it like it is,” 
is destro y ing a great deal o f sen­ 
timentality and claptrap, but it 
is so o bsessed with the sex mo tiv e 
that it is lo sing to uch with the 
human sto ries o f the v ast ma­ 
jo rity to who m sex is no t the o nly 
mo tiv atio n in life. 
The result o f this is no t all bad. 
The rising po pularity o f no nfic­ 
tio n is in part due to the weari­ 
ness o f many readers with the 
detailed and repetitiv e descrip­ 
tio ns o f no rmal and abno rmal sex . 
Befo re leav ing o n a recent trip 
abro ad, I was giv en co pies o f fo ur 
bo o ks abo ut to be published. One 
was a lo ng, defensiv e sto ry o f les- 
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bianism. One dealt with incest. 
One was abo ut abno rmal sex , plus 
incest fo r go o d measure. One co n­ 
cerned the desperate dislike be­ 
tween clo se members o f a family 
and their suppressed sex desires 
fo r o ne ano ther. The sto ries did 
no t tell me any thing I did no t 
kno w to ex ist o r tell it better than 
it had been to ld befo re. 
But the bo o ks presented a pro b­ 
lem. I did no t want to carry them 
thro ugh Euro pe. I did no t want to 
giv e them to the ship’s library fo r 
they wo uld no t be welco me in it. 
Least o f all did I want to leav e 
them in a fo reign ho tel to be iden­ 
tified as co ntempo rary American 
literature. 
W hat did I do with the bo o ks? 
Later in my jo urney , while I was 
driv ing thro ugh the mo untains o f 
Ireland, I dro pped them in a crev ­ 
ice in the ro cks. There were go ats 
grazing nearby , but I do ubt wheth­ 
er any peo ple wo uld see tho se 
bo o ks again. 
An unparalleled frankness, bo ld­ 
ness, and indifference to perso nal 
priv acy perv ades American so ci­ 
ety . It is no t creeping up o n us. 
It has leaped upo n us. There is 
a riv alry o f frankness in bo o ks, 
magazines, play s, mo v ies, and tele­ 
v isio n, with lo ud claims that no th­ 
ing has ev er been so frank as this 
pro ductio n. This tro ubles and sick­ 
ens many peo ple. There are o thers 
who believ e it do es no harm. There 
is a substantial number who ap­ 
plaud it and argue that it means 
so ciety is mo v ing in the right di­ 
rectio n, to ward a freer wo rld. 
That co uld be true. Certainly 
the criticism o f the faults o f Amer­ 
ican so ciety has nev er been mo re 
penetrating and the desire fo r a 
better wo rld nev er mo re prev alent 
o r mo re audible. The majo rity o f 
y o ung peo ple feel that desire mo re 
than mo st o f their elders. In spite 
o f what they read and see, in spite 
o f the v io lence and lust that are 
fo rced upo n their senses, mo .st 
y o ung peo ple want their o wn kind

DYAN CANNON SAYS; 
“Don’t Call Me 
the Ex-Mis.Grant!” 


She’s making it on her own, despite Hollywood gossip

quality comes out in Dyan 
Cannon when she is referred to 
as ‘‘Cary Grant’s ex-wife!” 
In fact, she gets downright mad and 
wants to go on record as saying, “No mat­ 
ter who you are or who you have been, 
when you get in front of a camera, it’s 
what you can deliver that counts!” 
They married in 1965 after a five-year 
courtship. The marriage ended in divorce 
three years later. Still, claims Dyan, Holly­ 
wood gossip columnists attribute her suc­ 
cess to her famous marriage. 
Her counterargument—that talent, not 
marriage, counts—is probably best exem­ 
plified by the acclaim she won in Colum­ 
bia’s “Bob and Carol and Ted and Alice.” 
Dyan notes that she got that part strictly 
on her own. 
D yan's 8«nM of independence began 
shining through in her early high-school 
days. She was born Camille Diane Friesen 
in Tacoma, Wash. Her father was an 
insurance man, her mother, Washington 
State’s women’s bowling champion. 
Her high-school interest in drama lagged 
while at college, so she visited an aunt 
in Phoenix, Ariz., where she got a job at 
a stock exchange, walking on a raised 
platform while changing the quotations on 
the board. 
“Because it was so hot, I used to wear 
shorts. The old' men really liked th a t!” 
recalled Dyan. “The front rows were al­ 
ways filled up and the rear ones usually 
empty! The job had advantages, however. 
It made me become a quick study. I had to 
learn to retain words and numbers by just 
seeing or hearing them once. It helped me 
tremendously later on when I worked on 
CBS’ soap opera, ‘Full Circle,’ for eight 
months, and had to learn 39 pages of dia­ 
logue every night!” 


It was in Phoenix that Dyan first fell in 
love and became engaged. Since her fiancé 
was only visiting Arizona, when he re­ 
turned to Los Angeles, Dyan followed him. 
The romance was short-lived. Within a 
few weeks, Dyan knew she had made a 
mistake and broke it off. But she de­ 
cided to stay in Los Angeles and enroll 
at UCLA to study writing and anthro­ 
pology. “I don’t know why I did that, ex­ 
cept I’ve always been interested in the 
beginnings of man,” she explained. 
A port-tinMi modeling job led to an in­ 
terview with producer Jerry Wald, who 
suggested she change her name to Dyan 
Cannon (“It was more explosive!” ) and 
tested her for his Jean Harlow picture. 
The test was a failure because, Dyan can­ 
didly admitted, she was totally unpre­ 
pared as an actress. “Just wanting to act 
didn’t make me an actress!” she admits. 
Dyan toured, promoting a picture—no 
talent needed for this, just beauty. But 
from the tour she earned enough money 
to take acting lessons at Sandy Meisner’s 
Studio West. “I really worked for two 
years. I am not eager to get my name up 
in lights. I don’t have that kind of drive. 
But I love my work.” 
Her efforts paid off nicely in tv roles 
and a road tour in “How to Succeed W ith­ 
out Really Trying.” 
During her much-publicized marriage, 
Dyan gave up acting. She insists she didn’t 
miss it because, “I simply wouldn’t let 
myself think about it.” Even after her 
divorce, Dyan shunned show business. “I 
just enjoyed my daughter Jennifer. Also, 
I was down to 100 pounds, hardly enough 
for five-feet-five. Nothing but akin and 
bones, you know.” She now weighs a little 
over 100 pounds. 
Dyan’s decision to return to acting was 
not so much a sudden compulsion as a 
gradual gravitation in that direction. 
I 
simply knew that I had to do something. 
Acting was the obvious choice.” 
Unlike many actresses, Dyan does not 
gear her personal life to attract attention. 
In her late 20s, she lives quietly with Jen­ 
nifer and the child’s nurse in a rather 
small house in Beverly Hills, near enough 
to a park so they can spend their free time 
romping on the grass. 
As for her career, Dyan is convinced 
she has hit a new plateau and that her 
future may be difficult. “I am too sensitive. 
I’m going to keep trying to shake off 
the ‘ex-Mrs. Grant’ image and work on 
Dyan Cannon. I want my daughter and 
the world to be proud of me.”

dissatisfied with himself and wish 
that he were different. 
3, Trv^. For many people, weight- 
reduction diets may involve the pos­ 
sibility of emotional disturbances— 
and this is particularly true with 
high-strung individuals. People who 
are subject to marked changes in 
mood, particularly those who have 
ever had a severe depression, are ad­ 
vised to diet with caution. And a per­ 
son who is working under conditions 
of particular stress or pressure of 
responsibilities should postpone diet­ 
ing, if possible, until the pressure 
eases off. 


4. True. They are much more ar­ 
dent in love relationships, much more 
sentimental, and romantic-minded 
than people who eat principally to 
sustain themselves and don’t take 
any special pleasure in eating. 
5. True. The U.S. Army polled a 
cross-section of thousands of enlist­ 
ees. When the returns were all in, 
strawberry shortcake emerged as the 
top favorite in the dessert depart­ 
ment—with banana-cream, lemon- 
cream, good old apple pie, following 
closely. Ice cream got nearly as many 
votes as strawberry shortcake, and 
others in the top 10 included pine- 
apple-upside-down cake and choco­ 
late cake. 
6. True. Studies have shown that 
an inadequate diet, lacking in the 
proper vitamins and minerals, is ca­ 
pable of producing a full-blown neu­ 
rosis even in a normal, well-balanced 
personality. And a poorly balanced 
diet, if persisted in, can lead to seri­ 
ous mental disturbances. 
7. False. Although some vegetables 
are ranked among the most disliked 
foods, some of them enjoy a higher 
preference rating than most desserts. 
A nationwide poll has shown, for ex­ 
ample, that two vegetables—fresh 
corn on the cob and fresh tomatoes— 
enjoy a higher popularity rating 


than some tempting desserts. 
8. True. Studies by investigators 
at both Yale and Michigan Univer­ 
sities show that people of artistic- 
esthetic temperament definitely tend 
to have special food preferences, fa­ 
voring highly seasoned foods to those 
with mild or bland flavor; preferring 
less sweet and more sour than peo­ 
ple of other temperaments. 
9. True. Consensus of scientific 
studies shows that the housewife who 
adores her husband does all possible 
to make his meals pleasant and makes 
a point of brightening his day by 
taking pains with his favorite dishes. 
And if she isn’t a good cook to start 
with, she does her best until she 
leams to please her husband’s palate. 
10. FaJse. Medical studies at the 
University of Wisconsin show lack of 
breakfast appetite to be a strong in­ 
dication of chronic anxiety. Absence 
of a desire for food at this time of 
day, it was found, reflects an exces­ 
sive amount of anxiety and tension 
which reaches its peak upon arising. 
Typically, thi s can’t-bear-the-thou ght- 
of-breakfast symptom disappears as 
the morning progresses and tensions 
become more relaxed—and the nor­ 
mal appetite returns. To sum up: if 
you can’t eat breakfast, something’s 
eating you.

of purity even when they are indif­ 
ferent-to conventionality and impa­ 
tient of all restraint. 
The same thing cannot be said of 
many middle-aged people. The sale 
of the most sexy and foul-mouthed 
books depends to a great extent on 
middle-aged women. They also fill the 
movie houses where the most far-out 
movies are shown. Innumerable un­ 
shapely older women go down the 
streets in the tightest of pants. The 
blame for the general exposure and 
accent on sex cannot be laid only at 
the children’s door. 
But no matter whose the fault, im­ 
modesty, lack of privacy, and tolera­ 


tion of violence blunt our senses. 
They are not static influences. They 
create a craving which can become 
obsessive and dangerous. 
So many people are realizing this 
that we are getting some action. The 
Commission on Violence had its ef­ 
fect on television in somewhat reduc­ 
ing the violence in programs and in 
rescheduling shows so that some 
would not be shown within a child’s 
normal viewing day. 
This is like putting dangerous 
medicines on a high shelf in the bath­ 
room cabinet. It should have been 
done before and must continue to be 
done. The Citizens Committee, which 


wants more review of broadcasting 
licenses to determine if they are op­ 
erated in the public interest, should 
have support for the public hearings 
which they are now trying to set up 
in the states where television licenses 
will be renewable in 1970 and 1971. 
There is a possibility that the em­ 


phasis on violence, sex exposure, and 
abnormality will decline of its own 
accord. There are signs that we are 
coming to the dead end of that road. 
The best-seller fiction list is still 
heavily weighted with sex, but the 
tale of a convent is also on it. Best 
selling also are two or three sound 
political histories, and even a dic­ 
tionary made the nonfiction list. 
We will not return to hypocrisy or 
any concealment of truth. We need 
candor. But we should not confuse 
frankness with only the uncovering 
of lewdness, violence, and despair. 
Frankness should also expose loyal­ 
ty, gentleness, courage, and love for 
they too exist and have a right to be 
shown on the screen and in the pages 
of books. ♦

How to Get Top Trade-In Value 


By GEORGE WILSON 
Here are dollar-making tips from on executive who buys and 


P 
RACTICALLY everyone 
trades in his old car for a 
new one at some time or other. 
If you’re a wise trader, the next 
time you go into the new-model auto 
market, ask yourself, what type of 
car should you buy now to get the 
most allowance when it is traded in 
a few years from now? 
I'm not just talking about main­ 
taining the car in good condition. 
Everyone should do this. Still, a top- 
conditioned used car might not bring 
you top trade-in dollars.

T. Service Leasing Corp., one of 
the nation's leaders in the automo­ 
tive fleet-leasing business. 


Knowing when to trade in for a 
new car is almost equally important, 
for instance. A good time to trade in 
the old model for a new one is after 
approximately three years or about 
35,000 miles. You’ll be trading at a 
time when you should get a sub­ 
stantial allowance. 
But even if you’ve kept the car in 
good condition and even if you’re 
trading in at the right time, you still 
might not get as much allowance as 
you would if you had made the right 
type of purchase at the start. 
When buying a new car, plan 
ahead and from the inside out. Do 
you want automatic or manual trans­ 
mission; a six- or an eight-cylinder 
engine; power brakes and power 
steering? A fter you have decided on 


basic equipment, you should deter­ 
mine which model—low, middle, or 
top-of-the-line—would be most ap­ 
propriate for this equipment from a 
resale and investment standpoint. 
If you want air conditioning, an 
eight-cylinder engine, and automatic 
transmission, 
you 
should 
follow 
through with a radio, white-wall 
tires, power steering, and power 
brakes. This should be housed in a 
top-of-the-line model and would com­ 
mand top trade-in value later on. 
Conversely, if your basic require­ 
ments are for a manual transmission, 
a heater, and little else, you would 
probably complete this package with 
a six-cylinder engine and black tires, 
housed in a standard model. 
To put the models together with 


the optionals in order to give your­ 
self the beat value from the stand­ 
point of original cost and trade-in 
allowance, you’d get these groups: 
Low-line model: 4-door sedan, ra­ 
dio, heater, 6-cylinder engine, manu­ 
al transmission, black tires, solid 
color. 
Middle-line model: 4-door sedan, 
radio, heater, 8-cylinder engine, au­ 
tomatic transmission, black tires, sol­ 
id color. 
Top-line 
model: 
2- 
or 
4-door 
hardtop, radio, heater, 8-cylinder en­ 
gine, automatic transmission, white­ 
wall tires, air conditioning, two-tone 
colors (vinyl roof), power steering, 
and power brakes. 
To deviate from these guidelines is 
to court a faster iepreciation rate. A

four-speed stick shift, appealing to 
the sports-minded, doesn’t comple­ 
ment a 4-door black sedan. Nor will 
you get much extra for an air condi­ 
tioner in a compact. 
An important point to remember is 
that the typical buyer of the late- 
model used car is getting younger 
every year. For two- or three-year- 
old cars, the average buyer is color 
conscious. He likes light colors. 
Running an ad in a newspaper is 
an effective way to sell your car. You 
should highlight the features, such as 
“one owner,’’ 
“new tires,’’ 
“low 
mileage,” etc. Also mention popular 
equipment, such as air conditioning. 
Most used-car wholesalers and re­ 
tailers will tell you that a radio is 
essential in selling an automobile. 


It helps to move the car from the 
dealer’s lot sooner. 
When you trade in, it’s a pretty 
good idea to go to a dealer who sells 
the make of car you are trading in. 
That way the dealer may allow you 
more than the competition. 
Common questions asked of used- 
car dealers and their answers are: 
Is there a “best” time to trade? 
Not really. What you get as allow­ 
ance when buying a new car can vary, 
depending upon many factors. Much 
depends upon the prevailing interest 
and demand for both new and used 
cars. Demand for new cars is great­ 
est at new-model introduction time. 
It soon tapers off, to be followed by 
a slight rise in the spring. Demand 
then slackens again, reaching its low­ 


est point at the end of the model year. 
Of what value are special tires? 
They have marginal value. More 
important is that the tires be in good 
condition and “matched”—that is, all 
the same kind. It’s desirable to have 
a spare available, too. 
What’s the relative trade-in value 
of station wagons? 
These are most advantageous in 


suburban or rural areas. They can be 
worth as much as $500 more than se­ 
dans in such areas, depending upon 
the model involved. 
Whether trading in your car or 
selling it on the secondhand market, 
remember to plan ahead right from 
the moment you first shop for it as a 
new car—and keep it always as 
“new” as possible. ♦

began on a note of failure. 
“I was in grade school,” he re­ 
members. “To make the team, if 
you were right-handed, you had 
to dribble left-handed and make a 
left-handed lay-up. I just couldn’t 
do it. The first time I tried to I 
fell down.” 
Mount responded with charac­ 
teristic determination. After school 
that afternoon, he returned home 
and practiced left-handed lay-ups 
for two hours. The next day, he 
succeeded. Purdue University fans 
feel grateful that he did. 
With Lew Alcindor turned pro­ 
fessional, Rick Mount today ranks 
as college basketball’s most excit­ 
ing player. In his junior year last 
season, this 6-foot-4-inch guard 
from Lebanon, Ind., scored an av­ 
erage of 33.3 points per game, 
second in the nation (behind Loui­ 
siana State’s Pete Maravich). The 
Big 10 named him its most valu­ 
able player and no wonder—he led 
Purdue scorers in 27 of the team’s 
28 games last season. This seems 
no small accomplishment when you 
consider that two other players 
from that team graduated to pro 
ball: Herm Gilliam with the Cin­ 
cinnati Royals and Bill Keller with 
the Indianapolis Pacers. 
Picture Rick Mount and you see 
a high-cheeked, blond-haired boy 
who ducks, darts, then jumps high, 
letting the basketball float from 
his slender fingertips toward the 
basket. Swish! He is the man with 
the golden hand. Mount hit 51.5 
percent of his shots last season, 
a majority of them jump shots 
from 20 feet or more out. 


Mount succeeds partly through 
natural talent (20-15 vision, for 
example) but mostly through hard 
work (200-400 practice shot.s 
daily). “1 can have my back to 
the basket,” he says, “and turn 
and pick it up right when 1 shoot. 
It’s just by feel that 1 get most 
of my points.” 
P urdue coach George King 
served as assistant coach at West 
Virginia University during the 
reign of Jerry West (now with 
the Los Angeles Lakers). He con­ 
siders Mount the better shot. “Rick 
can’t understand why everybody 
can’t make 60 percent of their 
shots,” says Pinky Newell, Purdue 
trainer. 
Mount had a cold hand, how­ 
ever, when Purdue faced U(^LA 
and Lew Alcindor in the finals of 
the 
NCAA championships last 
spring. Purdue lost at home to 
UCLA in the last two seconds dur­ 
ing Rick’s sophomore year (with 
him hampered by a foot injury), 
then got beat 94-82 on the West 
Coast in 1968. 
TImi Purdo« squad thought per­ 
haps its turn ■ had come. Mount 
recalls: “I hit my first two shots 
and I thought, we’re off! Then 
all of a sudden nobody hit. I missed 
13 in a row. I’d shoot, and they d 
feel like they should go in, but 
the ball would hang on the rim 
or go in and out.” 
Rick hit 9 for 17 in the second 
half, by that time too late. Purdue 
got beat by 20 points, hardly a dis­ 
grace considering UCLA’s three- 
year record with Alcindor. 
Rick Mount grew up only 3? 
miles down the road from Purdue 
in Lebanon (population: 9,523), 
where people still remember Pete

Mount, his father. Pete led the local high-school team to 
the state finals in 1943 and taught his young son by 
having him throw a tennis ball at a peanut can. 
Pete carefully nursed Rick’s skills, letting him shoot 
rubber balls at first six- then eight-foot-high baskets. 
Rick still believes that many fathers make a mistake 
by putting up a 10-foot-high basket for their third-grade 
sons and expecting them to hit it. “A lot of kids at this 
age just aren’t strong enough,” he says. “They start 
throwing the ball underhanded or pitch it like a baseball, 
and that’s bad. It develops poor form.” Rick recently gave 
the miniature indoor net he used for practice as a boy 
to the nine-year-old son of assistant coach Bob King. 
In high school Rick Mount made all-state three years, 
averaging 33 points per game his junior and senior sea­ 
sons. Sports Illustrated featured him on its cover. On 
the outskirts of town even today a billboard boasts Leba­ 
non as ‘‘Home of Rick Mount—Mr. Basketball 1966.” 
Mount first ehoso the University of Miami, then re­ 
considered and enrolled at nearby Purdue, which was 
constructing a new 14,123-seat arena. He played his first 
varsity game the night of the arena s dedication. 
Rick relaxes by hunting and fishing. He goes to bed 
early and neither drinks nor smokes. Last August he 
married his high-school sweetheart, Donna Cadger, sur­ 
prising his friends who didn’t even realize Rick dated. 
Forced into the role of a one-man show in high school, 
Rick had to adapt his style somewhat at Purdue. ‘‘He 
matured a great deal last year.” says Newell. ‘‘His sopho­ 
more year he would do things pretty much on his own. 
He’d take a lot of shots because he thought it was ex­ 
pected of him. Last year he became a team man.” 
Rick frowns at the label ‘‘gunner,” which he considers 
an insult. Last year against the University of Hawaii he 
passed to an open Larry Weatherford, who passed back to 
him. ‘‘Why didn’t you shoot?” Mount asked. 
“I thought it would help your scoring average,” Weath­ 
erford replied. 
"I don't w ont It that way,” snapped Mount. On several 
occasions during high-scoring games last season. Rick 
asked coach George King to take him out and give the 
other players a chance. He seems quite aware that to 
win championships you need a smooth-working team, not 
just one smooth-shooting man. 
Despite the loss of Gilliam and KeUer, this season Pur­ 
due stands a good chance to better its second-place NCAA 
finish. Purdue has lost speed and defensive ability but 
should compensate with better rebounding. 
According to assistant coach. Bob King: ‘‘Rick told me 
recently that all we have to do is to win one more game 
this year than last. That’s what I call attitude.” ♦
